PIRATE videos of the block- 
buster film Aladdin are being 
sold on the streets — two 
weeks before it goes on show 
in cinemas. 

A spokesman for the makers Walt 
Disney said: “This is terrible news. 
The loss to British cinemas could be 
enormous if these tapes become 
widely available.” 

The feature-length cartoon is not due 
to be released in cinemas here until 
December 3 in a bid to catch family 
audiences over Christmas. 

But copies for as little as £6 each are 
being sold by traders determined to cash 
in on the seasonal bonanza. 

Nearly 100 pirate tapes were discov- 
ered last weekend by trading standards 
officers in Darlington. 

Trading standards chief David Hol- 
liday said: “We are not talking about 
small counterfeiting operations — 
this is large-scale fraud.” 

Investigators also believe copies of 
Aladdin are being sold in Cleveland, 
Tyneside and Yorkshire. 

Officers in Essex have recovered tape- 
making equipment worth £5 million 
after smashing two pirating rings. 

They also seized’a haul of Disney films 
; such as The Jungle Book, Aladdin and 

Bambi. Other copies of Aladdin were 

seized from car boot sales. Disney stu- 


Be ALADDIN has already become 
the most successful animated 
feature film ever made, taking more 
than £200 million at the American 
box office so far.

“Security is very tight when it comes 
to a release such as this, but to find pirate 
copies on sale just before Christmas is 
bad timing from our point of view.” 

Reg Dixon, director of operations at 
the Federation Against Copyright Theft, 
said: “The sale of these things hits proper 
outlets very hard. But anyone who buys a

“They are usually recorded by 
someone using a camcorder in a cin- 
ema then transferred to video tapes.

NYONE WHO was introduced to this ancient fable 
through the recent Disney cartoon blockbuster — 
which may include most of the planet’s 12-and- 
under population — knows that the star of this 
show couldn’t possibly be the Arab street urchin 

known as Aladdin. 

And in case the movie left any doubt, Walt Disney’s World 
on Ice production — with its multiple-personality grand fina- 
le — turns the Genie of Aladdin’s magic lamp into one of the 
greatest show-stealers in history. 

They’re no fools at Disney. The Genie sells. You could 
hardly find an Aladdin figurine at the souvenir stands for all 
the Genie paraphernalia. And, as in the movie, it’s the manic 
voice of Robin Williams that transforms the lamp lackey into 
a cosmic superstar. 

Not that Aladdin is a slouch. Jaimee Eggleton, a member 
of the 1984 U.S. Olympic figure-skating team and star of the 
1989 World on Ice version of ‘‘Peter Pan,” infuses his latest 
boy-wonder role with exuberant charm and athleticism. But 
who can compete with a fantasy? A better question is, who 
could skate in that blue Genie get-up, with its muscle-bound 
torso and giant pointy-ear headgear? Jimmie Santee, that’s 
who. And this Disney on Ice veteran skates the role with 
enough antic body language to make you think there’s been a 
mistake in the program — that maybe Robin Williams has 
taken skating lessons. 

Cynthia Coull as Jasmine is appropriately fiesty as the 
princess who refuses to be betrothed. She’s also lithe and 
effortlessly graceful in her bare-midriff and pantaloon cos- 
tumes. No wonder Aladdin is smitten. He stares shamelessly, 
counting her ribs, perhaps, each time she skates by. David 
Browne, as the villainous sorcerer Jafar, is a bit restricted 
with the sequined black cape and ever-present living chip on 
his shoulder. That would be Iago, the whiningly evil parrot. 
A mere prop, the bird is nevertheless an irrepressible pres-

ence as Gilbert Gottfried reprises his movie voiceover. (The 
voices were re-recorded especially for the Disney on Ice 
“‘Aladdin.’’) As Jasmine’s dad, the Sultan, Christopher 
Shrimpling is amusingly rotund and wimpy 

Some of the many — too many — chase scenes in ‘‘Alad- 
din” are spiced by the acrobatics of the Tevlovski Teeter- 
board Act from the Moscow Circus on Ice. They help enliven 
a somewhat clumsy expository opening of “‘Aladdin.”’ There 
are also some explosive special-effects in the good-guy/bad- 
guy confrontations, accompanied by nightmarishly mon- 
strous manifestations of evil. Most kids appeared to take it 
all in unflinchingly. 

But the show never really gets going until the first appear- 
ance of the Genie — along with a magic carpet who skates 
upright — half-way through the first act. The Genie’s grand 
entrance shakes the toddlers in the audience out of their 
restlessness with a gaudy and good-humored rendition of the 
showstopper song (‘‘you never had’’) “A Friend Like Me.” 
Among the second act highlights is the magic carpet ride, 
which actually does fly high over the iee during the shmaltzy 
romantic duet, ““A Whole New World.”’ While “Aladdin” has 
more flaws than last year’s ice-ballet masterpiece from Dis- 
ney, ‘Beauty and the Beast,” it brought the kids to their 
feet, waving to their unforgettable friend, the Genie. =

One minute he is an amiable DJ or 
television game-show host, the next he’s 
Robert De Niro or Jack Nicholson. 

As Williams’ voice changes, so does 
his shape, metamorphosing from puff of 
smoke, to little blue bee, to a Busby 
Berkeley cavalcade of pint-sized genies. 

The success of Aladdin has surprised 
Williams who — so Hollywood gossip 
has it — did the work for a fixed fee 
instead of asking for a slice of the profits. 
But he was later upset to discover how 
high the profits were. 

As a goodwill goats: Disne 
boss Jeffrey Katzenberg bought Wil- 
liams a Picasso, — and sent it to his 
house. 

Williams isn’t the only person being 
honoured. English lyricist Tim Rice, who 
with composer Alan Menken wrote the 
title song, Whole New World, picked up 
a Golden Globe and an Oscar this year 
for his contributions. 


F YOU go to the large house in 

south-west London the 49-year-old 

millionaire has just moved into, 

you find him pleased, if unsur- 

prised, by the fuss the film is creat- 

ing. “It seems rather odd to me,” he 
Says with a grin. “I wrote the songs for 
Aladdin three years ago, the film has 
been out in the States for a year, and I 
won the Oscar earlier this year. 

“But in this country, it’s only now that 
people are starting to get interested.” 

Rice’s work on Aladdin happened by 
accident. 

Best known for writing Joseph, Jesus 
Christ Superstar, and Evita with Sir 
Andrew Lloyd Webber, he was asked to 
write the lyrics for another Disney car- 
toon, The Lion King. 

“I had barely got going on that,” he 
says. “When they asked me to step in on

Aladdin, because the original lyricist, 
Howard Ashman, died. It was a bit 
difficult at first, learning how to write 
the songs for an animated film, but I had 
a lot of help from composer Alan Men- 
ken, who has a mere six Oscars!’ 

The lyrics Rice contributed include 
Whole New World, and a patter song for 
Aladdin called One Jump Ahead, full of 
Cole Porter-style rhymes such as, “Now 
I'm throwing my hand in/Wish me a 
happy landing.” 3 

The resulting Oscar isn’t just good 
news for Aladdin, it’s good news for 
Rice. It’s something he has that Sir 
Andrew, for all his successes, does not. 

It also marks an acknowledgment that 
Rice has finally emerged from Lloyd 
Webber's shadow. “Yes, there’s no doubt 
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inspired cartoon which collected three Golden Globes and two Oscars has rejuvenated the Walt Disney empire 


about that,” he says. “And I’m particu- 

larly pleased to have the Oscar for that 

reason. People don’t know you’re work- 

ing unless you get the publicity. 
__“Sometimes my work is intangible. 
I'm doing research, going into meet- 
ings to get a project going, some- 
times I can do several months’ work 
and have nothing to show for it.” 

Tim denies that he and Lloyd Web- 
ber parted acrimoniously, as every- 
one believes, 

He says they split because they 
were worried that after a string of 
hits, they would produce a flop. 

But they do still communicate. 

Rice has said publicly: “There are 
no other British composers of musi- 
cals in Andrew’s league.” Sir Andrew,

for his part, wrote to congratulate 
Rice when he won the Golden Globe 
award. 

Have t spoken since the Oscar? 

“I don’t think we have,” says Rice 
ete ig ee “I haven’t seen much of 
him in the last three or four months. 
No, don’t say that, he has been busy 
with Sunset Boulevard.” 

Rice is at a new stage in his life. 
His marriage to his wife Jane is over 
— though ask him if their divorce has 
been finalised, and you get a very 
vague response. 

It has been a civilised separation 
during which the two have seen each 
other regularly, and taken their two 
children — 16-year-old Donald and 
University student Eva — on holiday. 


Meanwhile, his long affair with petite 
singer Elaine Paige is also at an end, 
though the two are still good friends. 

“I want to see her new show (about 
Edith Piaf) before long,” he says. 
Now there is no woman in his life. 
“I’ve given them up,” he jokes, reveal- 
ing that he is busy, writing lyrics for 
Cliff Richard, and finishing his collab- 
oration with Elton John on The Lion 
King, to be released next summer. 

After his Oscar, Rice has few 
unfulfilled ambitions. 

“I'd like to see my children do all 
right,” he says. “I wouldn't discour- 
age Donald if he came to me and said 
he wanted to write words for music. 
Though I would be a bit worried that 
he might be better than me.”
